NEWS FROM THE SOUTH SEA OF 


MASSACRE OF BLACKS. 


Eight Villages In Admiralty Group Are 


Burned and Sixteen Natives Killed 
—Swift Puni*hment Meted Out to 
the. Cannibals— German Warship 
Interferes In Behalf of'Peace, 


San Francisco, -Cal., Nov. 16.—The 


schooner Mascotte, which has arriv- 
ed here: from the South seas, 'brings 
tales of cannibalism and the massa- 
cre of blacks. For the last two years 
the Mascotte has been trading between 
the Solomon islands, New Guinea, and 
New Ireland. Her deck, rails aad sails 
bear the marks of cannibals' spears 
and bullets. The schooner arrived at 
Kemali, In the Admiralty group, just 
after the murdfer of Herman Matzke, 
trading agent there. 
This was -Au- 
gust 29. 


When the Mascotte dropped" anchor 


in the harbor three canoes shot out 
from the land. 
Capt. Macco and a 


boat's crew went ashore and 
found 


that the Copra house had been looted 
and that Matzke's home was a wreck. 
In the yard a big pot was still siz- 
zling over the dying embers of a fire 
and.in the pot were found some of the 
bones of the victim.

The cannibals had not gone far. They 


had found "in the agent's home fifteen 
nins and with these.they returned for 
Capt. Macco and his crew. A hasty 
retreat was made to the schooner ami 
the cannibals chased them with their 
stolen guns. ' 


Once aboard the Maseotte the cap- 


tain^ turned loose all the 
available 


arms. The bullets from the islanders 
found marks \in the rails and decks 
and liddled the foresail. Capt. Macco 
brought into play a small gun, and 
the noise, more than the effectiveness 
of the gun, scared the cannibals away. 


The Mascotte, which is an auxiliary 


schooner, steamed to Kusal in

Carolines, and notified the Zeartler, 
German sloop of war,, of the murder.

otherwise expire in January for an 
additional year, it is now betlieved 
that the people Haled of electing any 
ticket on Nov. 6, excepting the elec- 
toral and judical candidates and those 
to fill vacancies, not only can the of- 
ficers who seem to have been elected 
to take their seats a year from Janu- 
ary, 
as provided by. the amendment, 


but not at all, because the election 
was invalidated, and the incumbent 
officers will hold not only during the 
additional year 
guaranteed by the 


amendemnt, but during still another, 
because the ticket just elected and 
the amendment abolishes all elections 
until 1903. 


This situation is more alarming than 


any other which has arisen out of the 
amendemnt muddle. 
It is argued by 


those supporting this position that 
the amendment and the ticket voted 
for were diametrically contradictory. 
The people could not vote for the 
affirmative and negative of a proposi- 
tion simultaneously, they say, and it 
is an absurdity to say that they accom- 
plished -by their votes for ' officials 
what they specifically voted not to 
accomplish by adopting the amend- 
ment..
